WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP).— 
‘A ‘freezing of essential workers to 
the farm, by giving them the choice 
of agricultural production or mili- 
tary service, was suggested today 
by Maj.

Earlier he had told the commit- 
tee his was an operating office, 
that the War Manpower Commis- 
sion took care of policy making. 

Hershey disclosed he was con- 
sidering the possibility of classi- 
fying pPsriculture production into 
its essential and non-essential com- 
ponents, either by crops or produc- 
tion areas. He said he had dis- 
cussed this with Agrictilture Sec- 
retary Wickard.

The suggestion of “freezing”

EARLY AXIS OFFENSIVE 
AGAINST BRITAIN HINTED

BERN, Sept. 28. 
ERLIN dispatches to the

Nazi militarists, according to 
the semiofficial German agen- 
cy, Dienst aus Deutschland, are 
convinced that the hour is fast 
approaching for a “general 
reckoning” with England by 
means of co-ordinated U-boat- 
Laftwaffe action, 

Some military experts here, 
although reluctant to express 
an opinion on the likelihood of 
such an offensive, do not ex- 
clude entirely the eventuality 
that Hitler may decide to dis- 
continue the Russian offensive, 
protect his Eastern front be- | 
hind an “Eastern wall’. and 
launch a last desperate assault 
against Britain. This, they 
point out, could explain the 
recent backing down on’ ob- 
jectives of the Russian offensive 
noticeable in the latest Berlin 
military comments,

Pointing out that the basic con- 
sideration behind censorship was 
“that none of us shall provide the 
enemy, by design or inadvertence, 
with information that will help him 
kill Americans,” Price gave the 
publishers examples of the benefits 
derived from voluntary censorship 
and disasters possibly resulting 
from apparently “walpertant” 
violations, 

Giving a code ‘catechism, Price 
supplied these answers: 

Disclosure of the exact regi- 
ment in which a soldier is serving 
abroad is withheld because if the 
enemy is supplied with such in- 
formation “he will know the total 
strength , . . and can tabulate in 
detail what arms and equipment 
they are likely to have with them, 
and what special training they 
have had.” 

Premature disclosure of diplo- 
matic discussions is withheld be- 
cause “a major defeat on the diplo- 
matic front may be as disastrous 
. + « a8 @ major defeat on the mili- 
tary front.” 

Nothing should be said about 
training special units because “per- 
haps the enemy has learned some 
of our methods, but who knows 
how many?” 

Details of submarine attacks are 
withheld because “cargo details 
disclose what materials we are 
transporting and in what direction; 
and a sufficiency of such infor- 
mation would tell the enemy all 
about our stockpiles and our short- 
ages in critical materials. Exact 
data on the effectiveness of any 
torpedo hit would be highly useful 
to the enemy in determining the 
value of his own weapons. What 
was said or what was omitted about 
escorting ships would be a tip-off 
about theoperations of our convoy 
system.” 

“The enemy is not super-human,” 
Price emphasized. “He can be de- 
ceived and he can be frustrated.

The Japanese attack on Pearl 
Harbor and subsequent enemy ac- 
tion in the Pacific and Atlantic in- 
creased the announced losses to 58 
naval vessels whose known ton- 
nage totaled 207,345 tons. 

The House Nava! Committee dis- 
closed recently that the United 
States had 1,009,245 tons of fight- 
ing ships built since 1934 in serv- 
ice, with 2,646,606 more under con- 
struction as part of the néw two- 
ocean navy.

DOWNED IN U. S. RAID ON HANO) 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 28 (AP).—

That stuff was coming so close to 
‘my place, I picked up the inter- 
phone and told the pilots, ‘Let’s 
get out of here. This place’s too 
hot for me.’” 

Gunner Morris added: 

“You just see part of the show, 
where you are, boy. Think of me 
‘riding along in that greenhouse, 
where I see all of it. Some of 
those shells came straight at me. 
I ecouldn’t duck. I just had to 
close my eyes. The wings were 
flapping like a bird from the ack- 
ack bounce.”

SUIT OVER $798,000 


LARGER SUEAR SUPPLY 
NOUATED BY WB AD 


Shipping Still a Big Factor, He 
Tells Grocers at Confer- 
ence Here. 


The outlook for a greater supply 
of sugar in this country is much 
more favorable today than at the 
start of rationing because of large 
carryovers of stocks in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico and the estimate of 
1942 United States beet sugar pro- 


duction, G. Vander Hooning, con- 
sultant of the War Production 
Board’s Food Supply Branch, said 
in an address here today. How- 
ever, he added, availability of ship- 
ping was an important factor in 
obtaining stocks from the islands. 

Hooning, speaking on war and 
industry problems, told delegates 
to the Super Market Institute's 
conference at. Hotel Jefferson: 
“Puerto Rico has a carry-over of 
200,000 tons and a crop of 900,000 
tons for this yaer. Cuba has a 


a crop estimated at five million 
tons. Other sources in the South- 
ern States are favorable, In addi- 
tion, our beet production this year 
is estimated at two million tons.” 
800,000-Ton Hawaiian Crop. 

He said Hawaii was expected to 
produce 800,000 tons this year and 
with continued shipments of -war 
weapons from thig country to the 
Islands, most of the sugar produced 
there would reach continental 
United States on returning freight- 
ers. He warned, however, that the 
biggest factor in making more 
sugar available was the shipping 
situation. “Its all a question of 
shipping and the labor situation 
here,” he said. 

Tea will be coming to this coun 
try from India in larger supply in 
the next few months, he asserted, 
and continued: “The spice situa- 
tion has eased up considerably, 
cocoa sto¢éks in the country are) 
adequate under WPB’s limiting or- 
der and the loss of coconut oil 
from the Pacific will be offset 
with increased production of do- 
mestic oils, although an over-all 
limitation order may go into effect 
to set up a stock pile.”

MAN KILLED IN PLANE PAE 
HE GOT FOR BUYING BOND 


MOUNT PLEASANT, Ia., Sept. 
28 (AP)—Glen Folker, 40-year-old 
filling station proprietor, was 
killed yesterday in the plane ride 
that was his reward for buying a 
$25 war bond. 

Civilian patrol pilots had been 
giving rides to bond purchasers all 
afternoon and when it was an- 
nounced that if another buyer 
could be found a total of $500 for 
the day would be reached, Folker 
volunteered to buy the bond. A 
few minutes later he was killed 
when the plane stalled and plunged 


150 feet into a cornfield.

The “doctor” was well received 
here in St. Louis, however, and 
the slimness of the collections was 
compensated for by the liberality 
of his hosts, “who let me live at 
their homés without any charge 
for room or board.”

Gwinner, skipper, gave the order 
to ram the Pierto Calvi and sent 
the 1983-ton Lulworth knifing into 
the submarine’s starboard SS 
side, dumping: many Itajians into 
the sea. That was enough for the 
enemy crewmen, who thereupon 
surrendered. 

A boarding party from the Lul- 
worth started toward the subma- 
rine, which sank before the party 
got there. 

A second Italian submarine sur- 
faced near by. The Lulworth’s 
searchlights picked it out in the 
darkness and the cutter’s gunners 
plastered the conning tower with 
direct hits before the submarine 
could dive. 

The cutter stayed around for 
hours looking without success for 
the second submarine, and it was 
impossible to ascertain whether it, 
too, was sunk.

“The 
Americans have been taught how | 
to get along with the British, and 
the British soldiers are always re- 
ceiving instructions on how to get 
on with Americans, so they are 
extremely nice to one another. 
They are so polite that when they 
meet it seems like a pink tea.” 

America, as Dutson has seen it 
since his return, is still far from 
going about the business of war 
with the grimness that the Brit- 
ish evidence. “It’s all hard down 
businesg there,” he reported, “no 
fancy uniforms and that sort of 
thing, and the people are doing 
all-out work in war production.” 

There's plenty of food in Eng- 
land, “but it’s sort of monotonous,”

Britons Back Up 
Willkie Plea for 
A Second Front 


Laborites Demand 
Immediate ° Reply 
by Government to 
His Call. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP). 
RITISH labor leaders are de- 
manding an immediate Govern- 
ment answer to Wendell Will- 

kie’s call for a second front to aid 
Russia. 

Lord Strabolgi, labor peer, in a 
speech at Wimbledon yesterday de- 
manded that the Churchill War 
Cabinet reply “without delay” 
to Willkie’s assertion in Moscow 
that the best way to aid Russia 
was to open a second front before 
next summer. Strabolgi said he 
did not see how the Labor party 
could continue to give “blind sup- 
port” to the Churchill Government 
unless. military aid were given 
Russia at once. 


Shinwell Joins in Plea. 


Emanuel Shinwell, Laborite 
member of the House of Commons, 
said he had been greatly impressed 
by Willkie’s outspoken statement 
and expressed the opinion that 
Britain -and the United States 
should take the initiative imme- 
diately. 

“We are told by members of the 
Government that our armies are 
well equipped, that our deplorable 
shipping losses are rapidly dimin- 
ishing and that we have over- 
whelming superiority in the air,” 
Shinwell said. “If all that is true, 
what are we waiting for?” 

The opposite view of the _situa- 
tion was given by Lord Croft, par- 
liamentary secretary of the War 
Office, who said in a speech that 
Britain already had fought on 13 
fronts—“mostly against great odds” 
—and that it had performed great 
services for Russia by aerial as- 
saults on Germany and by deliv- 
ering supplies to the Soviets in 
the face of great difficulties. 


Echo From Moscow. 
Meanwhile, Georgy Alexandrov, 
chief of the Communist party’s 
propaganda department in Mos- 
cow, predicted the opening of a 
second front in the near future. 
“The time is not far distant,” 
he wrote in the party organ Prav- 
da, “when our allies will introduce 
their armies against the common 
enemy. It will be an important 
and real factor for the victory.”

It is 
quite certain that as soon as ever 
possible both American troops and 
ourselves will start a second front 
but I can’t tell you when or 
where. 

“We've fought on six fronts al- 
ready at least. It’s a biggish prob- 
lem, starting on the continent. We'll 
have some casualties—very consid- 
erable—both American and ours, 
before we get back into the conti- 
ment. But we'll get back.”

MOSCOW, Sept. 28 (AP).—Wen- 
dell L Willkie’s whirlwind visit to 
the Soviet Union was climaxed by 
a Kremlin party given in his hon- 
or Saturday night by Premier Jo- 
seph Stalin.

Truk is the central powerhouse 
for Japanese action in the South- 
west Pacific. It was developed by 


| Japan as the major defensive of- 


fense center against any move by 
the United States to attack Japan. 
It is to Japan what Pearl Harbor 
is to the United States. Its de 
velopment has been one of Japan’s 
most guarded secrets. No visitors 
have been permitted there for 


years. 


Truk is not one great island, 
but a cluster of 245 islands, with 
a lagoon 40 miles in diameter, 
facilities to shelter the whole Jap- 
anese fleet and base facilities for 
a vast invasion army. 


Destruction or neutralization of 
Truk would be a Japanese disas- 
ter of the first magnitude. This 
would be a major American vic- 
troy. It would be a mighty tough 
job. 


Palaus, a group of 26 islands 
about 1200 miles west of Truk, is 
a Japanese base of almost equal 
importance. It has deep water 
enough to harbor the entire Jap- 
anese fleet plus all the transports 
needed for invasion or defense, 


Location of Islands. 
Truk is 800 miles from Rabaul 


in the Bismarck Archipelago and 
Palau is about 1400 miles. 


Saipan, in the Marianas, known 


also as the — is 702 miles 
north by west of Truk and is a 
vital stepping stone to Japan 
proper. 

These are but three points in 
the 2550 islands of the Micrones- 
ian group which the Japanese has 
controlled since the World War, 
Japan has perhaps a million fight- 
ing men ready for quick movement 
from these stepping stones and the 
whole fighting resources of the 
Japanese Empire, land, sea and 
air forces, can be moved quickly 
down this chain of communica- 
tions. 

Admiral Nobumasa Suetsugu, 
one of Japan’s greatest naval lead- 
ers, said in January, 1941, that the 
only route open to the United 
States fleet to strike at Japan runs 
south from Hawaii, around these 
mandated islands to New Zealand, 
Australia, Manila and Singapore. 

It was apparently with a feeling 
of assurance that any movement 
from Australia had been neutral- 
ized, that Japan in the middle of 
May ordered its main fleet and a 
mighty invasion armada tocarry 
out the conquest of Hawaii. 

The Japanese strategic analysis 
seemed to be that, after the Coral 
Sea battle, the defense of the 
Hawaiian Islands had been weak- 
ened by a shifting of forces to the 
south to save Australia from inva- 
sion. Japan already had carved 
out its intended “co-prosperity 
sphere” with achievement of its 
Southwest Pacific plan. The next 
probable move was to knock the 
United States out of the Pacific.

Against a Federal Sales Tax. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

PON close analysis, there seem to 

emer two plausible explanations 
for the present congressional leanings 
toward a Federal sales tax despite the 
fact that the general public has com- 
pletely repudiated this undemocratic 
scheme of war financing. In addition, 
the public actually blocked the adoption 
of such a tax earlier this year with a 
veritable avalanche of written and ver- 
bal protests. 

Congressional insistence upon inflict- 
ing the people with this economic plague, 
the sales tax, seems to.be due either 
to the complete control of Congress by 
the representatives of and the lobbyists 
for “big business,” or to the complete 
intellectual sterility as regards ideas and 
resourcefulness of all too many members 
of Congress, 

To those bankrupt of initiative, the 
gales tax assumes unbelievable attrac- 
tiveness and charm since it can be 
adopted with little study or thought. In 
short, it is the answer to the prayers 
of those who habitually seek the-line 
of least resistance in solving problems 
irrespective of the consequences. 

This newest sales tax drive, as was 
true of the preceding one, is supported 
by the National Association of Manu- 
facturers and by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, 

* — 

We are told by the various sales-tax 
advocates that only the middle and 
higher-income brackets really pay any 
taxes and that the lower-income groups 
“escape taxation altogether.” This con- 
tention is utterly fallacious since the 


tax bill as passed by the House and | 


sent to the Senate would require single 


individuals with an income of but $11 ° 


per week and married couples with an 
income of but $24 per week to pay an in- 
come tax. Moreover, the Treasury tells 
us that in 1939 families earning between 
$1500 and $2000 per year paid 16.4 per 
cent of their incomes for consumption 
taxes, whereas those with incomes of 
$15,000 or more paid only 3 per cent 
or less, 

The N.. A..M., and similar organiza- 
tions bent on protecting vested corporate 
interests, insist that industry is on the 
verge of collapse because of its over- 
whelming war-engendered burdens, while 
the greater part of the nation’s citizenry 
is enjoying an increased income. To 
substantiate this, the N. A, M. presents 
figures showing a substantial increase 
in incomes for farmers and industrial 
workers since 1939, while industry is 


suffering a 26 per cent decrease in| 


profits “after taxes” in 1942 as com- 
pared to 1941. The catch is, however, 
that this substantial increase in farmer 
and industrial worker income is not 
computed in terms of “after taxes.” 

Therefore, to place these comparisons 
on a similar basis, we must view these 
incomes “before taxes.” When this is 
done, as it has been done by Price Ad- 
ministrator Henderson, we find that 
wages and salaries have advanced “be- 
fore taxes” 72 per cent since 1939, while 
corporation profits “before taxes” have 
advanced 400 per cent in the same 
period. To climax the contention of the 
industrialists as to their terrific war 
burdens, the Treasury estimates that 
corporation profits in 1942 even “after 
taxes” will be at least 50 per cent higher 
than in 1939.

Notwithstanding’ industry's improved 
financial position during the past few 
years, we find its spokesmen clamoring 
for reduced corporate taxes and insisting 
on the sales-tax scheme to force those 
least able to bear the brunt of -war 
financing. Already two billion dollars 
tm corporate taxes have been whittled 
from the Treasury’s tax proposal, while 


the so-called “Victory tax” of 5 per cent | 


on all earnings above $12 has been 
added. 

The Victory tax, despite its name, is 
@ sales tax bearing disproportionately 
upon the poor. The Victory tax can be 
chalked up along with the two Dillion 
dollars sliced from corporation taxes as a 
major achievement of industry, ; 

On top of all these concessions to “big 
business,” the present tax bill calls for 
a rebate of 10 per cent of all corporation 
surtaxes and excess profits taxes after 
the war, which we are told will amount 
to approximately: $800,000,000 per year. 
From this, it is at once seen that the 
burdens under which American industry 
is laboring are indeed staggering.

Humidity and Low Temperatures.

NEWS article by the American 

Medical Association told how to safe- 
guard health with lower temperatures 
which will necessarily prevail in homes 
where fuel rationing will apply. 

The most important factor in keeping 
a home comfortable and healthful re- 
gardless of temperature was overlooked 
in this article. Where lower tempera- 
tures are maintained, the humidity must 
be controlled. A room heated to 80 de 
grees will feel chilly if the humidity 
is allowed to fall too. low; correspond- 
ingly, a temperature of 68 degrees will 
give a feeling of warmth and comfort 
if the humidity is high enough. 
Keep the radiator pans and the water 

pots in hot-air furnaces filled in order to 
insure maximum comfort at low. tem- 
perature, It will help to dig up an old 
teakettle and keep it going 


THIS CRITICAL PERIOD. 

This. may be a fateful period in the history ot 
the United States Government. It may witness a 
shifting of power from Congress to the executive, 
not only for the war’s duration but thereafter. It 
may witness a breakdown of congressional govern- | 
ment in the face of national peril and a serfous 
impairment of congressional prestige. 

When President Roosevelt asked Congress on 
Sept. 7 to save the country from inflation by pass- 
ing a measure to control wages and farm prices, he 
said the situation was so serious that, if Congress 
did not act by Oct. 1, he would be compelled to do 
so under his war powers. If this was an ultimatum 
to Congress, it was one that Congress itself has 
justified by its previous and subsequept behavior. 
Senator Brown of Michigan says he now has as- 
surances that the President contemplates no imme- 
diate action, but would wait for a reasonable time 
for Congress to act. 

For days and days, it has dallied with the anti- 
inflation measure because one of the great American 
pressure groups—the farm lobbyists—went to Con- 
gress and told the members that they must put 
a joker in the measure which, in fact, would defeat 
its purpose. They insisted that Congress insert a 
new formula for calculation of parity which would 
have the effect of raising farm prices. : 

Congress seemingly is giving more attention to 
the demands of the farm lobbyists than it is to the 
request of the President which, we believe, is sup- 
ported by an overwhelming majority of the Ameri- 
can people. It is ignoring the grave warnings of 
such men as Senator Brown. 

Last week the Senator asked his colleagues the 
question: “Who is charged with the leadership of 
this country today?” He said he had the highest 
regard for the head of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, Mr. O’Neal; he believed the head of the 
National Grange, Mr. Goss, to be a man of patriotic 
impulses; that he did not know other of the farm 
lobbyists, 

“But,” said the Senator, “we should not turn the 
leadership of the legislative branch of the Govern- 
ment over to those gentlemen. They are not hired 
by the American people. They are hired by the 
people whose interests they serve.” 

Senator Brown reminded his colleagues that it is 
the President who is charged with the country’s 
leadership and that, if they did not accept that 
leadership, the President has full power to take 
measures against inflation without congressional 
approval, 

If Congress permits itself to be cowed by a hand- 
ful of farm lobbyists—who cannot even presume to 
represent the solid rank and file of American farm- 
ers in this vital matter—it stands in disgrace be- 
fore the American people, The American people 
remember what happened to parliamentary govern- 
ment in the nations of Continental Europe. They 
know that, because of its inability to act in times 
of great crisis, dictatorships were born. 

No one wants to see dictatorship in this country. 
We want to see Congress fulfill its historical func- 
tion. We want to see it adapt itself to wartime condi- 
tions. As everyone knows, in time of war Congress, 
like all citizens, must adapt itself to special dis- 
cipline. In time of war, the President, as domestic 
leader as well as Commander-in-Chief, must assume 
far greater powers than he does in peacetime. 

The very essence of modern warfare is the con- 
centration of authority in a single leader—as Brit- 
ain has done, as China has done, as is the case 
in Russia, Germany and Japan. 

If Congress resists this leadership, not for sound 
reasons and for high motives, but because it dances 
to the tune of a selfish pressure group, it loses the 
confidence of the people, The people, under such 
circumstances, must turn increasingly to the Presi- 
dent and, in doing so, the role of Congress in the 
American Government necessarily diminishes. 

This would be a tragic thing. If Congress fails in 
so great a test in wartime, it may never recover 
the ground it has lost. If Congress fails now, it 
may pave the way for a historic realignment of 
power which could be weed, in the future, by some 
unscrupulous leader to distort and even revolution- 
ize our form of Government. 

So the people may well, in this the critical period, 
plead that Congress measure up to its high re- 
sponsibilities; that it preserve its dignity and pres- 
tige by resisting the blackmail of pressure groups 
and, instead, act in the interest of the national 
welfare. 
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PRICE STABILIZATION FOR UTILITIES. 

The Federal Power Commission has acted to stop 
up a possible loophole in the nation-wide price stabil- 
ization program by its order forbidding utility com- 
panies to pass their war taxes along to the con- 
sumer. 

The same rule hag already been applied to vir- 

tually all retail business by the price-fixing order 
of last spring. Obviously, it would be an impossi- 
ble situation if business could make good its in- 
creased tax costs merely by transferring the load 
to its customers. Business would not only escape 
paying its fair share by this procedure, but the con- 
sumer would be hopelessly burdened. 
Applying this rule to the utilities is of even great- 
er importance than its application to ordinary busi- 
ness. The utilities deal in commodities essential to 
industry and citizens: electricity, gas, water, etc. 
If the cost of these necessities cannot be kept under 
control, then the whole price stabilization effort is 
impaired. War means heavier taxes and general 
sacrifices for private citizens and business interests 
alike, The Power Commission’s order is directed 
toward equitable application of this principle. 
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THE CHILDREN WON’T BE DEPORTED. 
Criticism was roused last month when a dispatch 
from San Diego; Cal., said that the Government had 


ordered two English-born children of an American- 
born mother to leave the country. The children, 
whose father is a prisoner of the Nazis in Norway, 
had been here on visitors’ permits, which were to 
expire Nov, 13. 


It now develops, according to Commissioner Earl 


G. Harrison of the Immigration and Naturalization 
Service, that this was the result of a misunderstand- 
ing by the mother, Mrs. Grace Nansen. There was 
no intention to deport the children when their per-, 
mits expired, Mr. Harrison says; in fact, the permits 
have been extended until Aug. 21, 1943. For admis 
sion on a permanent basis, it would be necessary for 
the children to depart, say to Canada or to Mexico, 
and then be admitted anew on their return.

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SCRAP METAL FOR VICTORY.

national scrap metal campaign, whose St. Louis phase 
is to begin on Oct. 5. ' 

Scrap metal is the key to steel production, and 
therefore to production of war’s -essential imple- 
ments. So unprecedented have been the demands for 
steel, however, that the mills are running low on 
scrap. Some of them have had to close for lack of 
this priceless ingredient; others have had to curtail 
their operations. | 

Yet there is plenty of scrap in this country. It is 
scattered in basements and attics, on vacant lots and 
in farmers’ fields, on factory junk heaps and in rail- 
road yards. If all this were collected, there would be 
no question of a scrap shortage. 

Collection is the great problem, and the Govern- 
ment has asked for the people’s co-operation in order 
to solve it. Householders are asked to comb their 
premises, to bring out those discarded metal articles 
—antiquated stoves, old flatirons, broken auto 
chains; unused sections of pipe, ancient lawn mow- 
ers, battered ash cans—all the junk which every 
family accumulates in large or small degree. 

For the slight effort of gathering up this junk, 
the citizen will have the satisfaction of knowing 
that he has done something of direct benefit to the 
war effort. 

Over the country there are millions of tons of such 
scrap metal. The individual amounts may not be 
large, but an all-out nation-wide drive can bring in 
enough of the stuff to keep the steel mills roaring 
for months. 

The local campaign begins next Monday. It is not 
too soon for St. Louisans to make a survey of those 
corners in basement, garage, attic and back yard 
where junk accumulates, to round up the scrap metal 
which will be their direct contribution to victory. 
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CIO OPPOSES THE LAUF REPEALER. 

The Missouri CIO sets a good example for other 
labor, professional and civic organizations in the 
pledge, taken at its annual meeting at Jefferson City, 
to give “full support to the defeat of the Lauf amend- 
ment.”

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THOSE VICTORIOUS CARDINALS. 

Quality will always tell, the fittest will survive, 
the never-say-die spirit will prevail and the Frank 
Merriwell finish is more than a figment of hair-rais- 
ing fiction. All this, and a lot more, was dem- 
onstrated yesterday when the Cardinals swept from 
behind in the penultimate game of the season’s last 
day and won the pennant. They had been demon- 
strating these cosmic truths ever since early August, 
when they unleashed an inspired pennant drive which 
toppled the haughty Dodgers from the lofty peak 
of a 10-game advantage and left them outclassed. 

To accomplish this historic feat required hearts 
of oak, constitutions of iron and nerves of high- 
tempered steel. Billy Southworth and his wrecking 
crew measured up to the task of winning a cham- 
pionship the hard way, in the late evening shadows 
of a grueling; hard-fought season. It took air-tight 
pitching, neatly synchronized fielding and well- 
placed base hits to register 43 victories in the sea- 
son’s last 52 games, and the Redbird crew, despite 
sore arms and touches of flu, delivered like the 
champs that they officially became yesterday. 

There’s a bigger job ahead now, beginning at 
1:30 p. m. Wednesday at Sportsman’s Park: to van- 
quish the murderous, determined Yanks in the world 
series. The Yanks are chronic world champions. 
The dope and the betting odds are in their favor. 
So what? A team that can accomplish what our 
irrepressible Cardinals have achieved since Aug. 6 
can’t be discouraged by anything the averages or 
the experts have to say. Aged fans can remember 
that the Yanks once lost a world series, ‘way back 
there in 1926, And who poured that bitter dose down 
their throats? The St. Louis Cardinals. Frank Mer- 
riwell hasn’t turned in his bird-decorated uniform 
yet, 
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SENATOR LUCAS IS NOT AFRAID. 

What Congress needs today more than anything 
else is men who are not afraid to do what they know 
is right, men who place the public interest above 
self-interest, men who can see the matter of their 
own return to Congress in November or some future 
November in its proper perspective.

American Legion in Detroit has enabled 760 rejected men to enter 
Army and Navy by having physical defects corrected; finds many 
can be made fit for service by slight operations; professional men 
and hospitals co-operate, and plan is being extended over the State.

HREE weeks before Pearl Harbor, 

American Legionnaires here, reading 

about the large number of youths being 
rejected at the recruiting stations for minor 
imperfections, took 30 rejectees under their 
wing. Every one of those youths, within a 
few days, was enabled to pass the physical 
qualifications and get into service. 

It was an eye-opener. While statistics on 
rejections would indicate a widespread low 
health level in the nation’s youth, the mar- 
gin between rejection and acceptability for 
a large group was slight. Only trivial de- 
fects stood between the youths and service 
in military units demanding high physical 
standards, 

Since Pearl Harbor, the American Legion 
here, working through the College Park 
Post, has embarked on a more ambitious 
program, Its results are significant. Out 
of 800 youths originally refused enlistment, 
95 per cent had their physical imperfections 
corrected and got into service. 

Naturally, there’s nothing to be done 
about color-blindness nor the type of flat 
feet which keeps a man from an active 
life, but the bulk of rejections have been 
for eyes slightly below par, for poor teeth 
and other correctable defects. 

. * * 

Not long ago you read of Herbert Wil- 
liam Grose, the 17-year-old lad American 
born and taken to England as an infant. 
Bombed five times in Britain, the boy came 
home to enlist in the United States Marines. 
What wasn’t known then was that Herbert 
Grose came close to the biggest disappoint- 
ment of his life. He was rejected in his 
first try. But the American Legion took 
Herbert, had “No, 19 tooth” pulled, and he 
made it. 

William Molloy, in charge of the Legion's 
Rehabilitation Program for Rejectees, said 
that thus far $37,500 had been donated 
from other groups to help the. program, 
Considering that the Army Air Forces esti- 
mates that it costs $25,000 to train each 
cadet, $37,500 seems a slight cost for mak- 
ing 760 youths eligible for service. Roughly, 
about $50 apiece, 

The Legion has received plenty of volun- 
teer help in its program of salvaging youths 


for full service. The Detroit District Dental 
Society not only is supplying the work but 
individual dentists are digging down in 
their own pockets for the cost of materials, 
sometimes upper or lower bridges. The 
Fine Arts Optical Co. has been providing 
spectacles at cost. Hospitals and labora- 


,tories have co-operated in providing X-rays 


and blood counts. 

The Legionnaires even have paid for 
hernia operations. The program here has 
attracted national attention. They fixed up 
a boy who couldn’t quite get by in Galves- 
ton, Tex., and through the Legion in North 
Carolina helped a boy whose eyes weren't 
up to standard after he had appealed to 
Detroit. 

They’ve been enabling boys to meet the 
stiffest of physical requirements, both in 
the Army and Navy Air Forces. They’ve 
cleared up nasal conditions to enable pro- 
spective cadets to wear oxygen masks. It 
hasn’t been just boys from the Detroit area 
but those who came in from other sections 
and were rejected, usually youths who didn’t 
have the money to pay slight repair bills. 

a * * 


The program is being expanded. At the 
recent State convéntion of the American 
Legion, steps were taken to have similar 
rehabilitation organizations set up in the 
outstate communities. The work here has 
disclosed that 50 per cent of the corrected 
rejectees had tooth trouble, 

Drafted men who have been turned down 
by selective service are showing up at Mol- 
loy’s office for corrective treatment to en- 
able them to get into service. About 5 per 
cent of those being put through the Legion’s 
program of conditioning for military serv- 
ice are draftees. 

To the recruiting services, the Legion 
program has been a valuable adjunct. It 
has meant no relaxing of the high physical 
requirements for the fighting forces, but 
has provided additional men for whose re- 
habilitation no program had been provided. 
In the longer-range view, it reflects a better 
picture -of the general condition of the na- 
tion’s manpower, that a high percentage of 
young volunteers have defects which can 
be swiftly corrected,

their league triumphs as they. went 
through their paces this morning. 

And, as has been noticeable for 
the past few strenuous weeks, 
there is little indication of worry 
about the team. They took their 
stretch drive in stride, their pen- 
nant as a matter of course, and 
they’re getting ready to meet the 
Yankees with the same spirit. 
There’s no talk of the series at all. 

Keeping on Edge. 

Southworth, apparently, is just 
concerned in keeping his men on 
the razor edge they have held dur- 
ing the past two months, and if 
it’s up to him, they'll do it. 

Starting Aug. 6, they won 438 of 
52 ball games, overcame a lead of 
10 games which‘ the Brooklyn 
Dodgers held that day and cap- 
tured the league championship in 
one of the greatest, if not the 
greatest stretch drives in the his- 
tory of baseball. The team has a 
winning percentage of .827 for the 
drive. 

It was no cheap triumph either. 
The Cardinals finished by winning 
a doubleheader from the Chicago 
Cubs yesterday, 9-2 and 41, to gain 
106 victories as against 48 defeats, 
thus finishing two full games 
ahead of the Dodgers, who won 104 
and lost 50. - 

Not since 1909 has a National 
League pennant winner won 80 
many games. In that year, the 
Pittsburgh. Pirates won with 110 
triumphs. The league record is 
held by the Cubs with 116 in 1906 
and they followed the next year to 
win again with 107. 

Sixth Flag for Cardinals. 

This is the sixth pennant which 
the St. Louis entry has won since 
1926, when Rogers Hornsby man- 
aged the team to the first victory 
for a major league ball team rep- 
resenting this city in 38 years. 

Hornsby’s club, with Southworth 
playing right field as one of its 
stars, went on to defeat the Yan- 
kees in the world series in four out 

of seven feverish games. That was 
the last time the Yankees have 
lost any title series in which they 
have engaged. They have won 
eight world titles since and nine in 
their history. 

The Cardinals came back to win 
again in 1928 but lost four straight 
to the Yankees. They captured the 
league flag again in 1930, but 
dropped four out of six to the 
Philadelphia Athletics. Repeating 
their triumph the following sea- 
son, they defeated the Athletics in 
four of seven games. 

Then there was a lapse of three 
years, but in 1934 the Redbirds 
under Frankie Frisch with the two 
Dean brothers furnishing the 
pitching power, or most of it, drove 
to another league pennant and con- 
tinued on, taking the Detroit Ti- 
gers in four of seven contests in 
the series.

Orange Marmalade puts the 
sweetness in this appetizing loaf— 
a quick bread for any meal.

UEER thing about people. 

Some of them are so intensely 

alive . . . so compelling in 
their aliveness. They need not be 
noisy, assertive people. To the 
contrary, they are often quiet peo-

ONE OF THE MOST intricate 
problems which the aviation phy- 
sician has had to solve is that of 
the aviator’s clothing.

Ted Weems, 19 Years a Bandleader, Has His Finger on Public's 


TED WEEMS—HE'S STILL NEAR THE TOP AFTER NEARLY 20 YEARS IN THE DANCE 


By Clarissa Start 


NYONE who can stay reason- 
A onably close to the top of the 

dance band business for al- 
most 20 years must be gifted, not 
only with excellent health, but 
also excellent judgment. To re 
main on ‘the hit rather than the 
hoot parade for the length of time 
that it takes an entire generation 
to advance from baw] room to ball 
room requires the adaptability of 
a chameleon, or at least a prac- 
tical politician. A leader who 
wagpts to keep on leading has to 
swing when swing is in style and 
shuck when corn is king, oust his 
fiddlers when fiddles are out and 
string along with them when they 
make a comeback. In other words, 
chum, ya gotta keep up with the 

es. 

This would seem to be a natural 
enough practice, and most band- 
leaders over the age of 24 claim 
that they have a finger on the 
public pulse and.an ear to the 
ground.

“IT was studying mechanical en- 
gineering—and I suppose if I'd 
stayed at it I'd be somewhere on 
the Burma road by now—but 
music paid my tuition and event- 
ually I decided that there was

in music than there was in en- 
gineering.” 

Never exactly the scholarly type, 
despite the fact that his father 
was a school teacher, Weems— 
middle name Theodore, first name 
undisclosed—stayed at the univers- 
ity only two years. 


“But it was the equivalent of four 
because I went both summers,” he 
said. “Then my band, which was a 
nine-piece one, got its first en- 
gagement, at the L’Aigion in Phila- 
delphia. From there we went to 
Detroit and then to Kansas City, 
where we followed the original 
Nighthawks. We'd only been or- 
ganized about six months when we 
were dsked to make our first rec- 
ord. It was ‘Somebody Stole My 
Gal’ and sold more than a million 

ords, which wasn’t bad at all. 

have practically all the rec- 
ords we've ever made, which are 
many,” he added, “and some of 
them sound pretty funny now. Like 
an old one of ours I was listening 
to recently, a snappy little number 
called ‘I Found You Out When I 
Found You in Somebody Else’s 
Arms’.”

Tanner, whistler, has been with 
the band 11 years, Como, the 
singer of Bing ballads, seven years, 
and Arm Downes, drummer, for 
about 12 years. Several even older- 
timers have left the band during 
the last year to go into what 
Weems calls “legitimate  busi- 
nesses.” A legitimate business he 
translates as “anything except 
music.” 


“For instance one of them is a 
dispatcher in the air corps now,” 
he explained, “and another is at 
one of the studios in Hollywood, 
and still another bought a filling 
station. He picked a fine time to 
do it. 


- “Ofcourse, like all other bands, 
we're losing men to the draft con- 
stantly.

“Tl’d have them down here with 
me now,” Weems said, “but if he’s 
anything like me, if he’d leave 
school for two weeks it would take 
him six months to catch up.” 


Aside from music and family, 
Weems’ chief interest and di- 
version is making home movies. 
He’d taken thousands of feet of 
film depicting scenery and people 
throughout his cross and up-and- 
down country travels. His own 
opinion as to his merits as a 
movie maker may be gained by 
his last remark to us. 


“And now,” he asked, aé he fin- 
ished off the remainder of the 
peanut butter sandwich, “have I 
bored you enough or shall I show 
you my movies?”

king. This, with the spade ace, 
would total five tricks. But for 
unknown reasons West chose to 
make a heart shift. (Surely de 
clarer would not have discarded a 
diamond from dummy if he him- 
self had had the king.) Declarer’s 
play was now on a par with West's. 
He won the heart lead in his own 
hand, cashed his other high honor 
and the club queen, then overtook 
the heart 10 with dummy’s ace. 
The fourth and fifth hearts then 
were cashed. East had let go one 
spade on his partner’s third club 
lead and another on declarer’s club 
queen. On the fourth heart he re- 
duced to the K-J of diamonds, and 
on the fifth let go the spade 10. 


Now, when the singleton spade 
was led from dummy, East hopped 
up with the ace and made the log- 
ica] return of the diamond kihg. 
He realized that South must have 
the king and jack of spades for his 
double of one spade. The only 
chance, then, was that West had 
the 10 of diamonds to guard dum- 
my’s nine-spot. Since that condi- 
tion existed, declarer had to be sat~- 
isfied with the ace and queen of 
diamonds. He could not win a 
single spade trick. 

Declarer should have made the 
contract by keeping a heart entry 
in his own hand, but East deserved 
credit for his recovery of West's 
error.
